After the loss of FactSheet Five 
and the disappearance of Sound 
Qioice, and feeling the insufficiency 
of their few fellow travellers, I wanted 
to create a networking tool focused 
specifically upon the spoken word 
and text-based cassette network. Many 
good works never surface beyond 
their local scene for lack of a nexus of 
information which would speak of 
them to a broad community. If the 
rare work does breathe the thin airs, 
it is often well nigh impossible to find 
it’s source among the wash of speed, 
thrash, and noise. Often it disappears 
before it can travel to those who need 
it 

This listing ought to provide a 
tool to poets, artists, publishers, show 
hosts, and the literate pubhc. They 
ought to use it to contact others in this 
disparate wide-flung community, to 
help form a community, to get work 
circulating. Of course, we'll need 
your support, your advice, and your 
information to make this a successful 
tool We’ll update information 
quarterly (?) to keep it current and 
accurate, and review the form of the 
newsletter to respond to your needs. 

This first listing includes part of 
the cassette collection I’ve put together 
over several years, and lists together 
those people working in the field 
either as artists, distributors, pro¬ 
ducers, amateurs, theorists, person¬ 


alties or DJ’s. It does not include the 
worlds of the LP or CD. We assume 
that these media are covered well- 
enough through commercial pubUca- 
tions. 

The works listed here cover a 
wide spectrum. From the late-night 
rantings of Dr. Dobbs to the highl y 
structured narratives of Susan Stone, 
if it uses language as its carrier it 
belongs here. You’ll notice also that 
the production values of the works 
vary greatly. Several are produced by 
major recording labels with orchestral 
arrangements and four-colour covers, 
others are recorded at home and 
dubbed on mid-fi decks. We have not 
included the publications of Caedmon 
and Spoken Arts, though important 
collections, most of the information 
concerning them can be easily found 
elsewhere. They are listed in the 
Publisher secticm. 

This first flyer will go out to the 
community as a whole as we know it. 
Pending receipt of some acknowledge¬ 
ment you’ll get a second issue. That 
acknowledgement migh t be a word of 
advice, a contribution to cover mail¬ 
ing costs, or abit of information. Of 
particular interest to us will be lists of 
(xmtacts and new puUicaticxis, reviews, 
tapes for review, and general news. 

Note that this listing has been 
compiled over a period of years and 


many of the addresses, names, and 
pricing may no longer be vahd. Well 
publish an update in the next mailing 
which we hope will be in three or four 
months depending on your response 
and our time.
